FACTORY EMPLOYMENT 
SHOWS GAIN OVER 1925 


Demands for Shorter Work; 
Week Studied by Manu- 
facturers’ Body. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—(P—Em- 
ployment among factories reporting to 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers at the end of 1936 stood at 
106.1 per cent of 1929 levels, William 
B. Warner, president, told the new 
board of the association today. 

Warner pointed out, however, the 
figure did not necessarily apply to all 
industry, inasmuch as the survey 
made by the association did not take 
into consideration businesses forced 
out during the depression and which 
had not been re-established. 

Child Labor Plans. 

Today’s first session of the new 
board was devoted to formulation of 
plans for working out the “declara- 
tion of principles” adopted last De- 
cember, These stressed the necessity 
for reducing industrial unemployment, 
curbing depression effects, creating 
economic security for the individual, 
and eliminating child labor and eweat 
shops. 

“Returns from plants employing 2,- 

,000 persons, approximately a third 
of those within the manufacturing in- 
dustry,’ Warner said the session 
showed unemployment was 106.1 
per cent of 1929 levels. These figures 
include the entire automobile industry, 
_ which reported employment as 16 per 
cent above 1929, and the eteel indus- 
'try, where employment was up 1.4 
‘per cent. 
| Shorter Work Week. 

Having determined where employ- 
ment has increased, Warner said, the 
next step was to find out where un- 
‘employment still exists ‘“‘so that the 


entire country can concentrate its ef- 
‘forts in that direction.” 

Demands of labor for a shorter work 
week have received careful attention, 
he continued.

Garnish Tips. 

For garnishing, parsley, watercress, 
celery and lettuce should be crisp and 
tender. Lemons should be freshly cut. 
Vegetables such as beets, carrots and 
turnips may be cut in fancy shapes— 
they also must be fresh and tender. 

k'ry canned apricots, pears or pine- 
apple in butter until delicately brown- 
ed on both sides, and serve as a gar- 
nish for roast meats. 

Potato balls, carrot balls, or cran- 
berries may be used to top the rib 
ends of a crown roast of pork or lamb. 

In making meat salads, remove ail 
skin, bones and gristle, then cut the 
meat into neat pieces. 

Welcome Accompaniments. 

A tart jelly, mint or caper sauce is 
good to serve with lamb. Turnips, 
green peas, spinach, cauliflower and 
asparagus combine well with lamb. 

With pork, do not serve vegetables 
that have been cooked with fat. 

In building a menu around beef, do 


not forget that old favorite, horse- 
radish sauce. All of the long list of 
vegetables are good company for beef. 

With cold meats, serve cooked 
prunes with ginger or fruit conserves. 

Circles of baked orange, topped with 
mint jelly, canned quinces or kum- 
quats dress up the meat+platter. 

Fruit Mint Relish. 

Two cups pineapple—diced, 4 small 
oranges—diced, 4 tablespoons powder- 
ed sugar, 2 tablespoons chopped mint 
leaves, juice of 1 lemon, 2 tablespoons 
cooking sherry. 

Mix ingredients and let stand in a 
cool place for two or three hours, or 
until the fruits take up some of the 
mint flavor. This is a breezy variant 
of the mint sauce usually served with 
roast lamb. 

Green Peppers Stuffed with Liver. 

Two cups cooked, finely chopped 
liver, 1 cup cooked rice, 1 1-2 table- 
spoons chopped onion, 8 medium green 
peppers, 1 1-2 teaspoons salt, 1-8 tea- 
spoon pepper, 1-2 cup milk, 2 table- 
spoons melted butter. 

Seed green peppers after cutting off 
a slice from the top. Cover with boil- 
ing water and simmer gently five min- 
utes. Drain. Meanwhile combine 
finely chopped liver, rice, onion, salt, 
pepper, milk and melted butter. Slight- 
ly salt and pepper the inside of the 
greem peppers, and fill them with the 
prepared liver stuffing. Bake upright 
in a baking pan with 1 cup boiling 


water in a moderate oven of 375 de- 
grees for 30 minutes or until peppers 
are tender.

13 Peace Treaties Must Be 
Ratified by Body To Be-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—(2)—~— 
Officials predicted today that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt shortly would ask the 


Senate to approve 13 “good neighbor” 
pacts with South and Central Ameri- 
can countries. 

These treaties and conventions must 
be ratified by the senate to become 
effective. 

Iwo of them already have been dis- 
patched informally to the senate for- 
eign relations committee for study. 

One of these is a treaty with Pan- 
replacing an agreement which 
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has governed relationships between the 
two natoins since 1903. Under it the 
United States would abandon its right 
to intervene in Panama and agree 
to a larger rental for the Panama ca- 
nal.
